AFTER THE FLOOD. 


The Scans of Desolation at London, 


Ontario. 


Hundreds of People Dcstltntc-The 


Streets *'Ule<l With I>el>ris-- 


oftife. 


LOJTDOX, Ont., July 13.—The incidents of 


tho dny in connection with tlio great flood 
have been tho finding Of t\vo bodies, both 
children of JIV. Stnxttokl, a plasterer of tho 
village. 
One wns found near tho house, 


tho other about a half a mile doivn stream, 
neiu1 tho cove bridge. Railroad trains have 
resumed miming, although thero aro yot 
several points ivhove transfers have to bo 
made to avoid tho breaks iu tho track. Ac- 
tive steps have boon taken for tho relief of 
tho destitute people. 
Provisions aro being 


distributed to many, and cashed.' clothing is 
being collected and handed over to the needy 
ones us rapidly as possible. An application 
will bo mndo to tho Ontario government for a 
money grant. Tho city authorities aro do- 
ing their utmost to relievo tho necessities of 
those in tho neighboring municipality, and 
tho city water-mains were laid along tho 
streets, ovei-y well in the city being either 
filled with debris or so utterly foul that tho 
use of tho water is out of tho question. This 
brings up another point. Tho streets and 
gardens o£ tho village aro filled with mud, 
and it is believed that if the most energetic 
course is not pursued a pestilence will bo the 
result. One o£ tho most heart-rending scenes 
of tho flood was witnessed at tho residence of 
Thomas Malin. Finding tho street flooded 
and 
nil 
communication 
cut off, Mr. 


Jlalin concluded that his only salvation 
was to climb into tho trees in tho garden. Ho 
accordingly helped his Avifo up into a tree, 
and pnss*l the baby to his daughter, tolling 
her to hand the child up to her mother while 
he assisted other members ot tho family up 
into other trees. Tho girl was in the act o£ 
passing tho babe up when the flood lifted tho 
house and sent it against the tree, crushing 
the babo to death. The girl, however, still 
persevered, and finally handed tho dead babo 
up to tbo mother. 
The mother was also 


badly crushed. Mr. Thomas Malin had an- 
other of his children swept away by th' 
flood. 


Among those who applied to tho mayor 


aud were granted relief was' Mrs. Ward, a 
widow, who lived in one of Sesirrow's house?, 
on Dundas street, Kensington. Herself, two 
sons, and three little girls woro loft houseless 
and destitute. Mrs. Ward stated that she 
had not had anything to eat for moro than 
thirty-six hours. Sue appeared almost fam- 
ished. Some of her children were rescued 
with scarcely a stitch oE clotiiing to their 
backs. Tho Sparksman family, supposed to 
have been lost, have turned up all right. Tbo

feet of water flowed. On Napier street every 
thing is in utter confusion. 
The residence of 


Dan Collins has been moved bodily. Three 
houses at the corner of Napier and John 
streets are piled together in a moss—ono tho 
property of Mr. John Bowman, and two of 
Mr, Fox. Along tho street furniture is piled 
iu promiscuous heaps, and women, scantily 
clad, are actively getting their household 
remnants together. 
Tho identity of Ann 


street is completely lost, and all tbe familiar 
local features are obliterated. Late flourish- 
ing aud productive gardens aro a wreck. 
Three houses are piled upon the street, 
and tho sidewalks aro gone. Even tho 
gravel has been washed from tho road- 
way. Standing at the riverside, at the ter- 
minatiun of this street, and luoiciiiL,' north, a 
long, desolate sti-oteh of co::i:'.i:.n reaches to 
tho northward, where so lately ull w;is plenty, 
enterprise, and thrift. On John streetn min- 
iature lake exists, and it is feaivd its dryings 
up mav mii;ovor some of the saddest secrets 
of the" flood. Tho lake is SUIT. HUH !wl with 
giant heaps of wreckage, partially-demolished 
buildings, feuees, walks, and flivwcmd. Along 
tho street no great destruction has been 
wrought until "ear tho 
vicinity o£ Ox- 


ford sir Oft bridgi1. Hero three dwelling 
stand huddled together as though for self-pro- 
tection. Another has been lifted from its 
foundation und turned partially round; and 
yet another has a largo hole washed directly 
through the brickwork into the cellar. At 
tho end of this street, too, largo piles of furni- 
ture are being xjollccled, aud the work of 
scrubbing and washing goes slowly on. On 
Blaekfriars street is located the great centra 
o£ tho calamity. Here buildings owned by 
Messrs. Hammond, Simes and Wright have 
been dashed to pieces. The Campbell cottage 
now lies on its side with great gaps botweon 
its wooden ribs, telling of tho violence of tho 
shock by which it was boruo down. Tbe cofr- 
tngo of the Misses Nichols, at this point, and 
two owned by Mr. William Nichols, have 
also acknowledged tho fury of! tho current, 
Tbo mass of miscellaneous material collo cted 
at this point is gigantic. Household furniture 
waits, roofs ot dwellings, sides of buildings, 
out houses, and fences lio piled together iu 
great, long barricades! Hero, also, yet ex- 
ists a small lake which is thought to htfld 
tumble secrets.

SOLDIER CITY. 


Further Account of the Fearful 
, 
Work of tho Cyclone-Other 


:.a- 
Storm Notes, 


ATcmsox, Kan., July IS.—During tho 


Stonu which prevailed UiroBghout northwest- 
era Kansas tho town of Soldier City was vis- 
ited by three successive blasts of wind of such 
terrific viglonco as to wreck tho greatest part 
of tho town, nnd cause great damage and loss 
of life. Tho stonu was soon approaching 
from the north but no alarm was felt until 
tho clouds scorned to grow denser aud moved 
rapidly as they ueared tho town. 
From tho 


best information obtainable tho wind did not 
assume 
tho 
form 
of a 
cyclone, but 


was rather a succession of furious straight 
blasts which swept away everything in their 
path. It was about half-past 10 when tho 
tornado struck tho town, a house iu tho out- 
skirts being tho first to fall, aud in a few 
minutes thereafter tlio entire business block 
on the east side of the main street, compris- 
ing fifteen substantial frame buildings, was 
totally demolished. Flying lumber and frag- 
ments of all kinds filled the air. Tho wild

of tho wounded and 


dying and tho cries of tho frantic citizens. 
Tho night was intensely dark, and torrents oC 
rain deluged tho ill-fated town.

crowd soon gathered and systematic search 
was begun among tho ruins with lanterns. 
Tho entire bustnoss portion of tho thriving 
little town lay a heap of shattered and shape- 
less timbers, from under which wore taken 
tho bodies of four victims—Mrs. Chamwell, 
Mrs. Walters, Mrs. Owen, and her infant, S 
months old. About fifteen persons are also re- 
ported wounded.but no list has been Turnished. 
Two clerks in Williamson's store have not 
been seen since the storm, and it is t'eorod 
•they were killed, as they were in thu habit of 
sleeping in the store. Thu loss of property is 
estimated at from $35, OOO.to S-lO,UOO. The Kan 
1 sns Central train narrowly esisiiwd (wing de- 
molished. 'Three ears wi-ro blown from the 
track, but the wreck was suou cleared nnd 
traiusaro now running a* scheduled. Soldier 
City was a flourishing littlo town, .md this 
terrible calamity has aroused the sympathy 
of all tho inhabitants in the vicinity, who 
are doing all in their power to aid tho suffer- 
ers. 


A XEBKASKA ELAST.

struck the central part of Hamilton county 
last night, doiug great damage to crops mid 
buildings and killing some stock.

The 
damage done was principally to glass fronts 
that were blown in, and to factories, whoso 
smokestacks and sheds were blowu down.

-Mr. New expresses 
tho opinion that Indianapolis will undoubted- 
ly bo tho city selected. In tho histoiy of the 
party Chicago has had tho convention threo 
times; Baltimore, Cincinnati and Philadelphia 
each once. 
There is 110 inducement of- 


fered [for selecting New York-, a city that 
docs not care for a national convention, bo- 
causo its coming and going is of no financial 
importance. Saratoga, ho says, would prob- 
ably olTer sufficient accommodations, but i: 
has not been the custom to hold a great con- 
vention nt a watcring-placo. Indianapolis, 
Mr. New says, is not only a central point, 
but it has sufficient hotel capacity. Fora 
place of meeting a building of sufficient size 
could bo erected iu which to hold the con- 
vention. As a member oE tho national com- 
mittee, Mr. Now says ho shall vote against 
holding the convention iu any building hold- 
ing over-1,000 people. Ho says he behoves 
that is the sentiment of a majority, if not ot 
all, of the members of tho committee. Ex- 
perience at Chicago in 1SSO was sufficient to 
warn tho party never to hold another na- 
tional convention in a barn. Seats must bo 
provided iu the next convention for delegates 
and alternatesforoverljOOOpcrsous. If there 
is then room for 2,000 or :>,000 spectators 
it ought to be ample. 
He. says Indianapolis 


is a city noted for its hospitality, and tho 
residences of the Republicans there will bo 
Open to receive strangers. Ho does not know 
why it should not be plainly stated: Indiana 
will not present a Republican i.-andidute for 
the presidency. Ohio may and probably will. 
On the other hand, Mr. New says wo believe 
that Joe McDonald will bo tho Democratic 
candidate, and Indiana has got to have some- 
thing- to counteraut tho inlluenco of his popu- 
larity uud cnudidacy it' she is to give her 
electoral vote for the Republican nominee. 
Ho says Chieago is out of the question sis a 
place "to hold tho next national convention;

An Unexplored Kcgion. 


Hearing the report around town that 


valuable redwood and yellow-pine forest 
had been discovered by R. D. Cook, of 
this pla.ce, about eighty miles east j of 
town, ive dropped in upon that gentle- 
man and received full confirmation from 
him of the report. It seems that about 
three weeks ago he became alarmed at 
the long dry spell and, in company with 
another gentleman, lie started for the 
headwaters of the Sisquoo in search of 
food for his stock. 
He reports the 


scenery along the route after he left civ- 
ilization as exceedingly grand, rivaling 
anything he ever saw fn his life, and .ho 
volunteered the information that he had 
twice 
crossed the pluins and been 


through Central America. After riding 
as far as they could they left their horses 
and footed it over the mountains and 
through canyons, and near tho head- 
waters of one of the tributaries of the 
Sisquoc they found themselves upon tho 
brink of a precipice over which tho wri- 
ters of the creek poured with a deafen- 
ing roar, falling a distance of 'six or 
seven hundred feet. He threw a rock 
over a brink to test the distance, 'and 
waited to hear it strike the bottom, but 
after waiting some time ho concluded it 
had lodged on the way down, and was 
turning to leave when the rambling in- 
tonations told him it had just reached 
tho Bottom. The view from this point 
was grand and awe-inspiring, and if 
properly opened to the public 'would 
rival the ioscmite as an attraction. 
Fish and game abound, and to illustrate 
tho plentil'ulness of the former he stated 
that his companion on several occasions 
look a common gunny sack :;m! fas- 
tened it at a rillle, and \\cml-.l drive 
enough fish into it while hu >v;is m.-.king 
a fire to serve thorn1 for :i HMVI!.

coming down a canyon 1ht\ ui:.covered 
a redwood forest that has li.'vn- before 
been known to exist in th::t locality. 
He describes its extent to be from two 
and a half to threo miles long and from 
three-quarters to a mile wide. Tho 
trees were from one to six feet in diam- 
eter, and, to use his own words, "there 
is enough timber there to fence this 
valley into ten-acre lots."' On tho outer 
edge of this grove he found a tree that 
had been felled years and years ago by 
chopping around it with a tomahawk, 
the blade of which was not over three 
inches wide. He is confident that no 
other white man ever stepped feet in- 
side the grove, for, said he, it would 
have been Impossible to have reached it 
a year ugo; but about that time a forest 
fire burned off the thick underbrush for 
miles this side and made it possible for 
them to reach the grove on foot. He 
does not think that the discovery of the 
forest or the magnificent falls will bo of 
any value for years to come because of 
the difficulty of building roads to them, 
but, nevertheless, he intends to start out 
in a short time and further explore that 
interesting region.—San Luis (Cal.) Be- 
publir;.

Easy Soups. 


Why is it that so many people think 


it a hard matter to have soup for din- 
ner. and why is it that those who have 
the most available material for this 
purpose often use it the least? Now, if 
you are rich enough to have au experi- 
•teuced cook, she will either know how 
to make a certain number of good 
soups or she will scorn any simple 
methods you may suggest to Tier; but, 
if you are not rich— have perhaps one 
girl, who is only a good plain cook — 
there is eveiy hope for you to begin 
most dinners with a tasty "and nourish- 
ing soup. It has been said that a plate- 
ful of soup makes a warm place in the 
stomach for the dinner proper, and 
that digestion is much aided thereby. 
This may be so or not; but it is only 
claimed now that it is good to have soup 
for dinner, and that it is easy to have it, 
too. For example, you need not go to 
your butcher's and spend fifty or sixty 
cents for a beef-bone or a knuckle of 
veal. 
Don't you have roast beef once 


a week— say a rib roast; two or three 
ribs? When you have had your one, 
two or three meals from this, take the 
bones remaining — crack them if you 
can. 
leave them as they are if you 


can't—and put them over the lire with 
say two quarts of boiling water. Now 
you need not take a big iron pot for 
this. It is heavy to lift and your ma- 
terial does not require it. Some par- 
ticular housekeepers will exclaim with 
horror when I say uso a large tin sauce- 
pan or skillet. Cover this, aud just let 
those bones cook all day, replenishing 
with hot water as it boils away. "You 
cannot have your soup till to-morrow." 
You ought not to have it till to-morrow. 
Tho last thing at night pour off the 
liquor and throw away 'the bones. If 
"you wish, .strain the soup, which is now 
what is called stock; but it will not be 
very bad if you don't for most of what 
is undesirable will either sink to the 
bottom or form a cake of fat on top. 


Now, from these few bones please 


make tho following: A rice puree, a 
vegetable soup, a tomato soup, a potato 
soup— almost anything except a clear 
soup. It all depends upon what you 
put into it. Have in the house always 
a bottle of celery-salt, some bay leaves 
and whole cloves. Five cents' worth of 
bay leaves, to bo bought at a druggist's, 
•will last a dozen years. Into perhaps a 
quart or more of soup-stock, haviug re- 
moved the cake of fat from the top, put, 
one hour before dinner, half an onion 
sliced and throe tablesponfuls of well- 
washed rice. Let this boil gently. A 
few minutes before dinner add a salt- 
spoonful of celery-salt, 
pepper and 


salt to taste. Chop a little tresli parsley 
fine and put into tho tureen. It will not 
flavor much, but will look pretty. A 
little here means a tcaspoonful when 
chopped. 
The 
rice 
meantime has 


boiled itself into a thickish substance, 
forming; what is called a puree. The 
color ot your puree will be whitish, and 
its taste will be good. Try it. For a 
vegetable soup, cuop fine one medium- 
sized carrot, half a turnip, one large 
onion; add a small bay leaf and one 
clove, and boil with as little water as 
possible 
for 
ono 
hour. 
If 
you 


nave any cooked 
or uncooked to- 


matoes, add a few spoonfuls. Let the 
soup stock come to aboil, skim and put 
jn tho vegetables. Thicken slightly 
.with two tablespoonfuls of corn starch 
or flour and your soup is done. For a 
tomato soup, take tho quart of stock 
and let half an, onion and half a can of 
tomatoes boil together for three-quar- 
ters of an hour. Strain, add a tea- 
spoonful of sugar, salt and pepper, one 
cup of milk, and, if tho stock is not 
very rich, a small bit of butter. Thicken 
with about two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
rubbed to a smooth paste with a little 
cold water or milk. 


For potato soup, or puree rather, boil 


five medium sized potatoes and one 
onion together until tho potatoes are 
ready to fall to pieces. 
Drain well, 


sprinkle with salt. Have tho stock hot, 
skimmed. Then rub 
the 
potatoes 


through a collander into the hot stock, 
and to make it smoother stir iu one or 
two tablospoonfuls of flour, blended 
smoothly in a little cold water as in tho 
tomato soup. Add pepper and a tea- 
spoonful of chopped parsley. 


Ihavo-spokon so far ouly of beef 


bones. .A leg of mutton will furnish 
just as much material in the way of 
bones as thu beef . Then there are the beef- 
steak and voal cutlet bones, small ones 
to be sure, but just put them on the tire 
in a small skillet, and they will bo the 
nucleus of another soup, or give enough 
more for another plateful. 
The quan- 


tity given here is intended for a family 
of four. With a larger family, of course 
there will be more bones, therefore more 
soup possible. Neither is if claimed 
that one can make a. dinner of these 
soups. They are simply a relish— a 
preliminary "to the dinner, and it is 
hoped have been presented in such a 
way as to seem easy to make. — 'E. M. 
N., in the Continent.

denning Carpets.

In all our own experiments we have 


found nothing so safe and serviceable 
as bran slightly moistened— only very 
slightly— just sufficient to hold the par- 
ticles together. 
In. this case it is no1. 


necessary to stop and clean the broon: 
every few minutes. Sweeping the car- 
pet after the bran has been sprinkled 
over it not only cleans the carpet and 
f 


athers all the dirt into the bran, but 
eeps the broom clean at the same time. 


If too much dampened, aside .from in- 
juring the carpet, it makes the work 
harder, because the bran becomes ivery 
heavy if very damp. The bran should 
be sifted'cvenlyover the floor and then 
the room swept as usual. The bran 
scours and cleanses the whole fabric, 
very little dust is made while sweeping 
with it, and scarcely any settles on fur- 
niture, -oictures, etc., after the work is 
accomplished, because every particle of 
dirt, thread, bits of paper- or lint is 
fathered up into the mass of bran that 
is being moved over the floor, and so 
thoroughly incorporated with it that it 
will not be easily separated. 
Carpets 


swept in this way retain very little dust, 
as will be plainly demonstrated when- 
ever the}' are taken up to be shaken. — 
Domestic Monthly.
